Chicago, Feb. 24.—{Friend of the Peo- 
ple.j]--I have bougiit a quart of ice cream 
in five or six different places lately and 
I find that there is a great difference 
in the weight of the cream. I pay the 
same price for it in each place. Please 
tell me what a quart of ice cream should 
weigh. B. C, 

There is no statutory weight for ice cream 
in the state-of TMlingis. . Ice cream is sold 
by volume, the —_ measure being used 
as a standard. cartons used by the 
dealers have been se 0 Bl to quart, 
pint, or half pint eizes. The ice cream in 
the carton must be packed down, filled even 
with the top, without bulging of the sides 
of the carton, in order that the entire ca- 
pacity of the carton is filled to tImsure de- 
livery..of correct measure. 

Ice cream varies in weight, the richer the 
qeam or the more it is beaten and fluffed 
up the lighter the weight.
